Mr. Fred F. Field was born and 
raised on the farm of which Dutchland 
Farms is now a part. This was known 
as the “Peregrin White Grant,” named 
for the first white child born in Amer- 
ica, and it has been in the Field fami- 
ly for generations.. His father was a 
farmer aud dairyman, and it was in 
this environment that he was reared. 
For about eight years he drove a 
milk wagon for his father in Brockton, 
So it will be readily seen that his early

training was in the direction of pro- 
ducing market milk. This may have 
had some influence with him when, 
some years later, he started his Hol- 
stein breeding plant. 

In establishing the Dutchland Herd, 
Mr. Field realized the importance of 
the right kind of a foundation. He 
had a theory that producing dams, 
mated with sires that are out of pro- 
ducing dams, would give the best re- 
sults in producing the right kind of 
animals. He also took into considera- 
tion the fact that certain strains 
“nick” together particularly well. 
Keeping these principles in mind, he 
set out to gather in the best herd that 
money would buy—cows that were 
either great producers themselves, or 
daughters of great producers, and that 
had size, were straight on the back, 
with great capacity, and udders of the 
right shape. To secure a sire as a head 
for this splendid aggregation of fe- 
males was the next problem. After a 
careful inspection of the best breeding 
farms of the country, he decided upon 
the aged sire, Pietertje Hengerveld’s 
Count De Kol, then owned in Ohio. He 
was at that time a bull of some repu- 
tation, but the determining factor in 
his favor was the superior quality of 
his offspring, his daughters being of a 
very uniform type, and extraordinary 
milk producers. It has since been 
proven that his judgment in this mat- 


ter was correct, for to-day, Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Count De Kol stands 
as the only sire of the breed with 
thirteen daughters that have averaged 
over 100 lb. milk in a day. 

Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count DeKol 
has had a marked influence on the 
history of Dutchland. One of his 
daughters, De Kol Creamelle, created 
a great sensation by producing 119 Ib. 
milk in a day, 10,017 lb. in 100 days, 
and 26,280'lb. in a year. These were 
all World’s Records when made. One 
of her daughters, Creamelle Vale, is 
the present World’s Champion milk 
producer, having given 29,591.4 Ib. 
milk, 1155.85 lb. butter in a year, semi- 
officially. As a further evidence of 
the transmitting quality of this family, 
Dutchland Colantha Vale, a daughter 
of Creamelle Vale, holds all the 2-yr- 
old milk records, producing 22,750 Ib. 
milk, 858 lb. butter in a year, in semi- 
official test. 

Another good daughter of Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, developed 
at Dutchland, was Blanche De Kol 
Hengerveld (33.20 lb.) Her full sister, 
Blanche Lyons DeKol, produced 33.31 
lb. butter in seven days. At the pres- 
ent time he has 98 A. R. O. daughters. 

Changeling was another of the foun- 
dation animals purchased by Mr. Field. 
She made a 29-lb. record, producing 
over 100 lb. milk in a day. She was a 
cow of enormous size and constitution,

and rumor has it that she was inclined 
to take advantage of her physical su- 
periority to kick her attendants into 
the gutter upon occasion. But this 
disposition must be set down against 
her early environment, as she was 
reared at an insane asylum, and cared 
for by the inmates. But she certainly 
had the ability to transmit her good 
qualities to her descendants, as shown 
by her son, one of the Dutchland herd 
sires, Dutchland Sir Pietertje Henger- 
veld, who was by Pietertje Henger- 
veld’s Count DeKol, and by her daugh- 
ter, Ready Change, who produced 110 
lb. milk in a,day, and made 31 Ib. but- 
ter in seven days. She was the first 
100-Ilb. cow to have a 100-lb. dam. Her 
sire, Pontiac Butter Boy, was another 
Dutchland herd sire, a brother to Pie- 
tertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol. 

These two sires now rest side by 
side. As a further evidence of the 
transmitting power of the Changeling 
family, we have the daughter of Ready 
Change—Dutchland Changeling Colan- 
tha Lad, who produced in seven days 
as a junior 3-yr-old 946.71 lb. butter, 
21,239 lb. milk. Until very recently 
this butter record was the largest ever 
made in her class. 

Another of the breeding herd which 
Mr. Field secured was Mona Pauline 
De Kol, with a record of 27.18 lb. but- 
ter in 7 days. She has five A. R. O. 
daughters, including Mona Veeman 
(33.78 lb.) Mated with Colantha Joh- 
anna Lad she produced Dutchland 
Colantha Mona, whose 3-yr-old milk 
record of 22,645 ly». in a year is a 
World’s Record for her class. 

Other foundation cows in the herd 
whose reputations endure are Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline, 
cow, Tidy Abbekerk, the “Champion

(31.22 Ib.), Blanche De Kol Henger- 
veld (33.2 lb. butter, 106 Ib. milk in a 
day), Pontiac Gladi, former World’s 
Champion 4-yr-old, and some of the 
best daughters of Pontiac Korndyke, 
Hengerveld De Kol, Pontiac Butter 
Boy and Inka Princess’ Canada Prince. 

The next Dutchland sire was Dutch- 
land Sir Pietertje Hengerveld, a son of 
Pontiac Korndyke and Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol, who is considered the 
best transmitting daughter of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol. He was thus a full 


brother to the $8000 31-lb. cow, Pon- . 


tiac Rag Apple, and to the famous 
“triple 30-lb. cow,” Pontiac Clothilde 
De Kol 2d, who was the first 37-lb. 
cow, as well as the first cow to pro- 
duce 1000 lb. butter fat in a year. The 
dam of this trio has a sister that has 
two 30-lb. daughters with year’s rec- 
ords averaging over 1000 Ib. butter. 
Their dam is the only cow of the 
breed that has two daughters each 
of which has produced two 30-lb. 
daughters, and she is also the dam 








of Pontiac Butter Boy (mentioned 
above.) 

Shortly after purchasing this sire, 
Colantha 4th’s Johanna made her won- 
derful record of 35.22 lb. butter in gey- 
en days, following that with a semi- 
official year’s record of 27,432.5 Ib. 
milk, 1247.82 lb.. butter. Although 
this record was completed over five 
years ago, up to the present time no 
other cow has equaled her for both 
milk and butter. Colantha Johanna 
Lad was then purchased for $8,000.00 
and while some breeders doubted the 
wisdom of this investment, time has 
proven the soundness of Mr. Field’s 
judgment, as the Colantha heifers 
have proven wonderful producers, 
three of them having made World’s 
Records—so good in fact, that in order 
to keep him Mr. Field was recently 
obliged to refuse an offer of $30,000.00. 
He now has about 70 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, and in the near future will cross 
the century mark. 

Not only has Mr. Field es to- 
gether and developed the families that 
have made these World’s Records, but 
he has produced a young herd sire of 
most extraordinary breeding. This 
bull is Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke 
Lad, a son of Dutchland Sir Pontiac 
Rag Apple and Dutchland Colantha 
Vale. The sire, as before stated, was 
by Pontiac Korndyke, and from the 
best transmitting daughter of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol. This is conceded to 
be the greatest “butter” combination 
of the breed. The dam, the World’s 
Champion 2-yr-old milk producer, is 
from the World’s Champion milk pro- 
ducer of any age, while both her 
grandams have held World’s milk rec- 
ords.

tained for any animal of the breed 
except her baby full sister. Thus the 
five nearest dams of Dutchland Crea- 
melle Korndyke Lad on the dam’s 
side, and the full sister to the sire, 
average nearly 26,000 lb. of milk and 
nearly 1100 lb. butter—a showing 
which is not even approached by any 
other sire of the breed. 

The Dutchland Herd is one of the 
best arguments for a good foundation. 
But, as suggested at the beginning of 
this story, success cannot be achieved 
without effort. It does not suffice 
simply to gather together a lot of 
high-record cows. The Holstein public 
insists on continuous results. The 
methods in use at Dutchland should 
therefore prove of much interest to 
the readers of the World, and we are 
accordingly going to present them 
from the pen of the one who knows 
most about them, who is best quali- 
fied to tell others the way it is done 
at Dutchland—Mr, E. D. Upton, mana- 
ger and part owner.

The policy which Mr. Field has laid 
out at Dutchland Farms is purely 
from a breeder’s standpoint. He was 
the first man to announce to the pub- 
lic in our advertisements, the undesir- 
ability of having cows with sloping 
rumps, wasp-waists, and bad types of 
udders. Cattle with any of these 
faults, to-day, are not desirable neith- 
er are they wanted by the thoughtful 
breeder. 

All of our milk and butter fat tests 
are made under practical dairy con- 
ditions as Mr. Field feels that is the 
only true way of knowing the real 
value of an animal. As I have often 
heard him say—“We must be breeders 
and not dealers” and it is his object 
to have 100 of the very best producing

females for our breeding herd, each to 
be not only a high class individual but 
a producer herself, or out of a pro- 
ducing family. It has taken a series 
of years to bring about this condition. 

In 1907, Mr. Field incorporated un- 
der the name of the Fred F. Field Hol- 
stein Co., at which time Mr. E. D. 
Upton, former manager, became part 
owner. The herd has had a healthy 
growth from a comparatively small 
beginning with a few of the very best 
foundation animals, until at the pres- 
ent time we have nearly 150 head and 
some two years ago, we secured an- 
other farm to better enable us to hold 
together the members of our best 
families which would have been im- 
possible to do otherwise owing to the 
limited room on the home farm. The 
enterprise has been a financial suc- 
cess from the first, which success is 
credited possibly more than to any 
other one thing to securing the best 
animals from the best families as a 
foundation and using the very best 
sires, and this way we have been 
able to cater to the best of trade and

As the breeding business has en- 
larged the milk business has increased 
from year to year until in the past 
twelve months we have sold nearly 
$48,000 worth of Dutchland Holstein 
milk from our retail teams in Brock- 
ton. We feel that our being in a po- 
sition to command retail prices for 
our milk has been a great advantage 
and oftentimes has enabled us to sell 
stock at a much lower price than some 
others who had to depend almost 
wholly on sales to take care of ex- 
penses. One of our other reasons for 
being successful in the yearly work 
we attribute to the high price of milk, 
as we have been working our cows for 
large milk production for the entire 
year which we believe has had a ten- 


- dency to strengthen their function 


along this particular line so that 
when they enter the yearly work, the 
large records made are a natural con- 
sequence and we predict that our 
friends that are overconditioning and 
giving cows unnatural rést will find it 
greatly to their disadvantage when 
they start in to make true tests—that 
is to enter the yearly work and the 
conditions under which they are mak- 
ing tests will have a tendency to les- 
sen the period of lactation in each 
successive generation. 

From the beginning, we have al- 
ways felt the great need of fresh air 
and sunlight and have recently con- 
structed two calf barns along lines 
we believe will prove beneficial. These 
barns are built 30 by 100 feet, having 
skylights of about three feet running 
the entire length of the ridge. As 


these barns are located directly north 
and south, when the sun rises in the 
east, the direct rays strike the inside 
of the west roof, giving about three 
feet of sunlight the entire length and 
as the sun rises higher the direct rays 
gradually move down the roof, down

the side, across the floor, and at noon 
time are directly in the center. In 
the afternoon this three feet of sun- 
light passes across the floor, up the 
side, up the roof, until at sunset the cir- 
cuit is completed. We are often asked 
the question why the southern ex- 
posure would not be better? In ans- 
wer to this question—with the south. 
ern exposure, during the extremely 
hot months of July and August, the 
sun becomes almost unbearable and 
the stock will not do well under such 
conditions. With our system, every 
inch of the building gets the direct 
rays of the sun sometime during the 
day, if the sun shines, and as it only 
takes a very short time for the direct 
rays of the sun to kill any germs, we 
believe it is more satisfactory than 
using a southern exposure for with 
the present arrangement, a calf need 
not stand in the sun, as there is only 
about three feet of sunlight in his 
pen at any one time and he can have 


it perfectly sterilized without standing 
in the direct rays. In connection with 
the calf barns are large, roomy yards 
which also have sheds with a southern 
expousre which enables the calves 
to find shelter in case of rain or ex- 
treme weather. We grow the Calves 
entirely on pasteurized milk and be- 
lieve we have a system that protects 
them against any possible contamina- 
tion. The cattle barns at the farm 
are not fancy, yet attractive, and are 
built along economical lines and are 
practical with a view of giving the 
cattle the best possible conditions 
with the least possible work. 

I have given you a little history of 
our cattle, our cow barns, and the poli- 
cy that has been carried out, but I 
have said very little about Dutchland 
Farms, in itself. Dutchland Farms 
is a very picturesque sort of a place,

on the direct automobile road between 
Boston and Cape Cod. The original 
homestead at Dutchland Farms was 
built nearly 150 years ago; it is of the 
old New England type, with fire places 
in every room, both upstairs and down. 
There are fine old trees dotted here 
and there around the farm and riding 
through, one is reminded of an Eng- 
lish estate. There is another inter- 
esting feature which is quite notice- 
able about the farm and that is an old 
type of windmill, built in 1787; this 
mill was an old land mark on Cape 
Cod and some few years ago, Mr. 
Field secured the mill and had it 
taken down and shipped to Dutchland 
Farms where it has been put up in 
its original condition. It has a stone 
grist mill still intact. The farm is 
only about ten minutes walk from the 
center of the city of Brockton, which

The Development of a Dairy Herd 


HERE ARE THREE most im- 

portant factors that must be con- 
sidered in the successful development 
of a choice dairy herd. First, selec- 
tion; second, breeding; and third, 
feeding and caretaking. Through the 
thoughts and efforts of man, many 
things have been evolved in the mat- 
ter of animal function which have led 
to the establishment of fixed charac- 
teristics. 

The draft horse through selection, 
breeding, and feeding has been 
brought to a very high degree of 
efficiency for hard work, strength, and

endurance; the trotting horse has 
been developed for great bursts of 
speed; the beef animal for the eco- 
nomical building of meat and fat tis- 
sue; and the dairy cow for the produc- 
tion of large quantities of milk, and 
yet, in the beginning, a horse was 
just a horse and a cow was just a cow. 

What then has effected this wonder- 
ful transformation and established 
certain qualities in our animals, if 


selection, breeding, and feeding have 
not fixed, strengthened, and intensi- 
fied the characteristics most desired 
and sought?

As we are busily engaged in the ev- 
ery-day affairs of life, we little realize 
the weight and importance of this 
wonderful evolution and the far reach- 
ing influences of the three factors 
mentioned above in shaping and 
moulding the character of our animals 
for certain specific purposes, and in 
developing certain functions adapted 
to special lines of pursuit. 

Selection in the matter of the dairy 
herd means much more than the 
choice of fine foundation animals; it 
goes further than that. It means 
the selection, for foundation purposes, 
of animals of characteristic dairy func- 
tion, descended from a long line of 
great producing ancestry. It means, 
when possible, the choice of animals 
of great individual excellence, uniform 
and symmetrical, and carrying certain 
requirements in structural form which 
are always in evidence in all great 
producers, viz: stamina, constitutional 
vigor, nervous force, and great capaci- 
ty for storing away large quantities of 
feed requiring strong powers of di- 
gestion and assimilation. 

Selection means the weeding out 
and eliminating from the herd those 


‘animals which, perhaps through ata- 


vism or reversion, have been meas- 
ured and found wanting in coming up 
to certain standards by the daily milk 
sheet, the scales, and the Babcock 
test. 

From the standpoint of production 
alone “handsome is as handsome 
does,” and yet in all great cows there 
seems to be a very striking similarity 
in structural form regardless of the 
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breed or whether pure-bred, grades, 
or mongrels. We must have the 


great deep middles with the well 
sprung rib. We must have the 
strong loin and _ broad _ hip, the 
capacious udder and a large, 


strong and well defined mammary 
system, indicating ample blood circu- 
lation. We must have a degree of re- 
finement indicating dairy character 
and nervous energy. Such are a few 
of the essentials that should guide us 
in the matter of selection and are 
points common to all great producers. 

One of the most desirable qualities 
of any great animal is its ability to 
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improvement. We need but to look 
about us a little for assuring evi- 
dences of this fact and yet it seems 
queer that so many farmers and dairy- 
men are so seemingly indifferent to 
their own financial advancement that 
they will persist in the use of mon- 
grel sires in whose history and in 
whose veins there is not even a sug- 
gestion of dairy character or dairy 
function. 

Not long since, a neighbor sold a 
high grade cow for the sum of $150 
and an acquaintance sold a pair of 
high grades for $200 each. But why 
did these grades command such remu- 





such under a pedigree and a registra- 
tion number—for of ali scrubs, the 
pure-bred scrub is the one to be most 
detested and avoided. 

Two incidents that have happeneg 
in the experience of the writer may be 
of interest in illustrating the influence 
of the sire. The first was the selec. 
tion of a sire, which in his day was 
considered of exceptionally rich breed- 
ing back for several generations, in- 
cluding in his pedigree many of the 
most noted sires and great producing 
females of his time. The females of 
the herd upon which this sire was 
used, with the exception of four or

reproduce its kind, and herein lies the 
power and accuracy resulting from 
inheritance, and reminds us of the 
importance of breeding for a fixed pur- 
pose and to certain standards. Our 
greatest producing herds have not 
been the results of chance nor of a 
hit-and-miss line of procedure. They 
are the products of careful selection 
all along the line and the fortification 
of results through strong lines of 
breeding, thus establishing, strength- 
ening, and intensifying dairy charac- 
teristics. The further we advance in 
the realization of high ideals in this 
breeding proposition and the matter 
of dairy prepotency, the harder be- 
comes our task, and it is a solemn 
truth that a single inferior sire may 
tear down in one cross what it has 
taken years to build up, and still it 
goes without saying that in the sire 
lies the foundation for all live stock 


nerative prices? Not because they 
were black and white, but simply be- 
cause the buying public always rec- 
ognizes outstanding merit and because 
the two dairymen, to whom reference 
is made, realized years ago the im- 
portance of the pure-bred dairy sire 
as a successful progenitor of dairy 
function and dairy utility. The lesson 
here to be learned, it would seem, is 
plain and easy and shows what a 
marked improvement might be ef- 
fected in the dairy cattle of the Unit- 
ed States in a very short time by a 
general use of approved pedigreed 
sires of the distinct dairy breeds. 

As time has taught, they are the 
great builders of dairy character, 
dairy function, and milk and butter 
producing capabilities; yet it would 
not do to pass without sounding a 
warning against the pedigreed scrub, 
the dairy sire that is masqueraded as 


five, were not of an exceptionally high 
order but were just good, ordinary 
producing cows. With the use of this 
sire, it can be said, began the great im- 
provement in the dairy capabilities 
of the herd, for his daughters all 
showed wonderful dairy capacity, be- 
ing very heavy producers of milk test- 
ing high in per cent of butter fat. They 
also showed great uniformity of 4 
large, strong, and refined type, thus 
proving the wonderful transmitting 
qualities of a sire whose dairy pre 
potency made him one to be long ard 
favorably remembered. 

The second incident was quite to 
the contrary. Thinking to raise the 
quality of the milk of the herd, an- 
other sire was selected, this time from 
a dam whose several public and offi- 
cial tests showed her to be a producer 
of a large flow of milk exceptionally 
high in per cent of butter fat. The 














dam of this bull had no particular 
packing, but was herself a grand indi- 
vidual and had produced a daughter 
that in an official test made a milk 
and butter record which stood for 
years as a world’s record. The sire in 
question was of excellent dairy con- 
formation and seemed to transmit 
with unerring certainty a type that 
was most pleasing. Of his first crop 
of calves, six heifers from the very 
pest and highest testing cows in the 
herd were reserved for our breeding 
herd. When two years old and just 
before the second breeding season, 
this bull got blood poisoning and died, 
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one was the great builder of dairy 
character and dairy function; the oth- 
er a powerful destroyer, due to the 
possession of a strong characteristic 
to produce daughters the quality of 
whose milk was below a three per 
cent standard. 

The service of the one was upon 
just a fairly good lot of cows; the 
service of the other was upon an ex- 
ceptionally good lot, and yet the one 
with ordinary advantages built up 
and the one with excellent advantages 
tore down. 

How important then is the matter of 
breeding in the development of a 


propriated to some other purpose, be 
it growth, milk secretion, or making 
of fatty tissue. 

In the special purpose dairy cow, 
if the ration is properly balanced, 
it is used for the elaboration of milk; 
but if the ration is too wide, in many 
individual cases, a part will be used 
for the increase of live weight, or if 
the ration is too narrow we may get 
a fair flow of milk for a time, but at 
the expense of live weight. It is thus 
apparent that the first step in judi- 
cious feeding is to select and com- 
pound rations suited to our needs and 
conditions and to fit individual cases.

and it has always been a matter of 
regret that he did not die long before 
he became of service age, for of his 
six daughters reserved from the very 
best and richest testing dams in the 
herd, while they were all very heavy 
milkers, only one of them 
ever showed the ability to 
produce milk up to three per cent 
butter fat, and all were much inferior 
to their dams in point of butter pro- 
duction. 

Here are two examples of heredi- 
tary influences, both exceptionally 
strong but differing quite materially 
in character. The one proving the 
value of an unbroken chain of great 
producing ancestry for generations 
back; the other showing the uncer- 
tainty and danger in using a sire 
whose dam alone was the only animal 
in his pedigree worthy of note. 

In this instance, as in many others, 


dairy herd! It is a natural delight 
with us all to strongly admire animals 
of outstanding excellence and of a 
high state of development, not alone 
because of the appearance and use- 
fulness of the animals themselves, 
but also because they represent care- 
ful study and skillful effort on the 
part of the man in the matter of selec- 
tion and breeding. 

It has been said “as the twig is 
bent the tree is inclined,” and there is 
no question of the relation of feed and 
care to the training and development 
of the dairy animal. 

I can conceive of no better defini- 
tion for dairy function than that it is 
a process through which feed stuffs 
are milled through the dairy cow for 
the manufacture of milk and butter. 
A certain amount of feed is always 
required for body maintenance and 
an amount beyond that must be ap- 


The compounding of a well balanced 
dairy ration from tables of feed anal- 
ysis at our command is but a mathe- 
matical proposition, and _ still the 
chemistry of the cow and the chemis- 
try of the scientist do not always co- 
incide exactly. 

On the average dairy farm in the 
corn belt, the carbohydrates contained 
in the roughage grown are usually suf- 
ficient for our needs, so in selecting 
our mill feeds is is well to consider 
those concentrates that will furnish a 
cheap source of protein. 

The dairy animal is a subject of in- 
fluences. She is susceptible to train- 
ing and this training comes through 
feed, and environment, and careful 
handling. Her organism is of a most 
delicate, sensitive and responsive 
nature, which calls for study and dis- 
cretion on the part of the feeder and 
caretaker. No animal on earth is 
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more sensitive to abuse, exposure, and 
neglect than the dairy cow, and no 
other animal is more responsive to lib- 
eral feeding and housing in comfort- 
able quarters with plenty of light and 
ventilation. 

Too many of our dairy cows are 
underfed, or if not, are given rations 
unbalanced or unsuitable for existing 
conditions. Then, too, a good portion 
is subjected to unnecessary exposure 
to cold and inclement weather. What 
a difference it would make in the total 
dairy resources of the country if all 
of our dairy farmers could but realize 
the amount of profits that are escap- 
ing through these few sources: feed- 
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growth and development should on 
no account be retarded or allowed to 
stop. 

It is safe to say that none of the 
great cows of to-day, those holding 
world’s records, would ever have be- 
come known or even heard of had it 
not been for the skill and wisdom of 
some feeder or feeders, the size of 
whose feed measure was the determin- 
ing factor in the development of a lat- 
ent dairy function—a function devel- 
oped to its fullest extent by the liberal 
administration of the proper amounts 
of the right kinds of feeds, a favorable 
environment, gentle care, and humane 
treatment.

ing below a margin of profit, unbal- 
anced rations, rations not suited to 
conditions, rough treatment and un- 
due exposure. 

Then, too, the dairy cow becomes a 
creature of habit, and she will always 
respond liberally to systematic meth- 
ods and regular hours for feeding, 
watering, and milking. Punctuality is 
always to be strongly urged and will 
always meet with a liberal reward. 

In the selection of a ration, variety 
is always to be taken into considera- 
tion as well as palatability, and under 
all conditions the silo is indispensable 
for the economical production of milk, 
as well as for the growth and devel- 
opment of young animals. Animal nu- 
trition seems to demand some form of 
succulence to promote thrift and I 
can conceive of no cheaper source 
than supplying it through the silo. 

The development of the dairy cow 
should begin with the calf. They 
should be fed, grown, and cared for 
in such a manner as to insure early 
maturity, for early maturity means 
early usefulness. They should be fed 
and handled for the development of 
bone, muscle, and digestive capacity, 
and from an economical aspect their

As the writer has often said, al- 
ways feed well and liberally. Feed 
well in winter that your animals may 
be in condition to do well in summer 
and feed well in summer that your 


animals may be in condition to do well . 


in winter. The object of persistent 
liberal feeding may not lie in results 
at once noticeable, but it stimulates 
and develops the hidden forces from 
which results and liberal rewards are 
sure to follow. 

Underlying this great dairy proposi- 
tion is the skill, devotion, energy, and 
efforts of man.No one ever rises above 
the height of his own ambitions, and 
many through misguided efforts often 
fall below. 

None of us can expect to reap better 
than we sow and it is my belief that 
herein lie some of the fundamental 
principles that conduce to the success- 
ful development of the dairy herd. 

We want selection to establish a 
firm and sound foundation. We want 
careful and skillful breeding for im- 
provement and to establish, intensify, 
and fix desirable characteristics that 
they may perpetrate themselves. We 
want judicious feeding and good care 





in order to develop capacity and dairy 
function which have been engendered 
through careful selection and scienti- 
fic breeding for high standards of 
production, and it is the blend of 
these factors that insures the greatest 
possible achievement in the develop- 
ment of the cow and the herd for 
practical dairy utility.

THE MOKENA DISPERSAL SALE. 
By E. M. Hastings. 

The Mokena Dispersal Sale brought 
together a representative Holstein 
crowd early on the morning of March 
19. The auctioneers, Kelley, Haeger 
and Mack, were in good trim; the cat- 
tle were found to be fully up to the 
expectations of the prospective buy- 
ers, and all indications pointed to a 
highly successful sale. It was, there- 
fore, the more regrettable that circum- 
stances prevented the sale of the 
entire herd strictly according to 
schedule. At the opening of the sale 
it was decided by the proprietor, Mr. 
Maltby, and the sale management, 
that the only honorable way of dealing 
with the difficult situation was to 
state the circumstances frankly at the 
very beginning Accordingly before an 
animal was sold the manager an- 
nounced that in a tuberculin test, on 
the Saturday preceding the sale, it 
was discovered that so many of the 

















animals on the home farm had failed 
to pass that it would be necessary to 
limit the sale to one day. 

The herd of some forty head, locat- 
ed on a farm which Mr. Maltby had 
been operating at Orland, was found 
to be entirely free from disease, not a 
single re-action showing in that herd, 
and still another division of the herd 
maintained on a near-by farm was 
also found to be absolutely right, no 
re-actions showing in the test. There- 
fore, it was possible to offer in the 
sale a bunch of cattle that were 
known to be sound and right, but 
among these salable animals was so 
large a proportion of young calves 
that the cattle comprising the sale 
could not be considered as representa- 
tive of the character of the entire 
herd. In fact, Mr. Maltby’s best ani- 
mals, including most of his milking 
dairy, among which were some beauti- 
ful specimens of the breed, as robust 
and rugged in appearance as can be 
found anywhere, had to be withdrawn 
from the sale. Nevertheless the eigh- 
ty-eight head sold brought very satis- 
factory prices, the entire number, 
including young calves and bulls foot- 
ing up $16,520.00. 

The fact that no attempt was made 
to evade a frank understanding of the 
condition of the herd, and that the 
circumstances under which the cattle 
were to be sold were stated fully at 
the beginning of the sale, won the ap- 
preciation of the crowd and all agreed 
that Mr. Maltby was entitled to a high 
degree of credit for the honorable 
manner in which he faced an extreme- 
ly difficult problem. Auctioneer Kel- 
ley ventured the remark that he 
hoped the time would not be far dis- 
tant when dairymen and_ breeders 
would no longer be at the mercy of 
the tuberculin-test; a sentiment that 
seemed to be favorably received by 
most of the audience. The appearance 
of Mr. Maltby’s herd certainly indi- 
cated that few, if any of its members, 
would be rejected in a physical exam- 
ination and the conclusion seemed 
entirely warranted that the herd could 
be operated as a profitable dairying 
and breeding proposition without dan- 
ger to the health of man or beast. In 
any event it seems a pity to sacrifice 
these well conditioned, robust appear- 
ing animals and still allow un-tested 
animals in herds scattered throughout 
the country, presenting all indications 
of physical disease, to go unmolested, 
spreading contagion throughout the 
cattle community, menacing also the 
health of the little children to whom 
their milk is a daily source of food 
supply.

F COURSE, the extraordinary 7- 

day records that have been made 
by thousands of Holstein-Friesian 
cows have been of inestimable value 
both from an advertising standpoint 
and as a guide to systematic and in- 
telligent breeding, but the real test 
of producing ability is in the quality 
that enables a cow to hold out for a 
long period of time. The 30-day rec- 
ords were a step in the right direction, 
and have recorded some wonderful 
triumphs. Hundreds of our cows 
have made official records of 100 lbs. 
or more butter in 30 days, a state- 
ment that, of course, applies to no 
other dairy breed, but in her semi- 
official yearly work, the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow has demonstrated conclu- 
sively her pre-eminence as a producer 
of milk containing a higher maximum 
butter fat content for the entire year 
than any other cow. Close to three 
dozen cows of this breed have made 
as high as a half ton of butter each 
in a year, their milk records 
ranging from 11 to nearly 15 
tons in a year. 

For the year that closed 
last May, Superintendent 
Gardner reported semi-offi- 
cial yearly tests of 356 ani- 
mals, of which nearly one- 
half were heifers with first 
or second calves. The aver- 
age production of these 356 
was more than seven tons of 
milk containing the equiva- 
lent of more than six hund- 
red pounds of butter. 

The number of semi-official 
year’s tests is constantly in- 
creasing, and the records made are 
silencing all the arguments that have 
been advanced against the breed on 
account of so-called abnormal condi- 
tions prevailing during the time of the 
shorter official tests that have been 
conducted. It has proven beyond any 
possibility of question that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow is the greatest pro- 
ducer of milk and butter in the world. 

The argument that registered Hol- 
steins are too high in price to buy 
merely for dairy purposes, is losing 
its force. In the Dairymen’s Guaranty 
Sale, a cow was sold for $690, whose 
milk for the year preceding had ac- 
tually brought her owner close to one 
thousand dollars. Of course, this ex- 
traordinary annual income was rea- 
lized under the most favorable market 
conditions, milk from the suburban 
farm on which this cow was kept, re- 
tailing at ten cents a quart; but mak- 
ing due allowance for all advantages 
in her favor, it would appear that she 
was a bargain proposition for dairy

purposes at $690.00. Nevertheless the 
average dairyman is slow to discover 
that good cows are cheaper at two or 
three hundred dollars each than ordin- 
ary cows at ordinary prices.

NEW ENGLAND BREEDERS 
GET TOGETHER 


The New England, the Worcester 
County, and the White Mountain Ho). 
stein Associations met at Alstead N 
H., with the Cheshire County Associa. 
tion, March 4th. In the morning the 
breeders visited Maplemont Farm 
where they saw the herd of J. w 
Prentiss & Son; which has recently 
become famous on account of the 
large’ records. The records made 
at Maplemont Farm this winter have 
averaged over 4 per cent fat. The 
breeders were very inquisitive about 
the feeding and caring of these cows 
but the Messrs. Prentiss very gladly 
answered all questions. 

In regard to the high per cent fat 
they said that they considered that 
careful selection had more to do to 
raise the per cent than feed and care. 
Take for instance the cow, Lyndon 
Alcartra Polkadot, that has just com- 
pleted a 7-day record of 32.62 lbs. but- 
ter which is the largest record ever 
made in New England. Her average 
per cent fat was over 4.5 per cent. 
Her dam, Alcartra Polkadot, has 29.09 
Ibs. with 3.9 per cent and her gran- 
dam, Grace Fayne 2d Homestead Lass 
has 35.55 lbs. with 5.4 per cent. Lyn- 
don Alcartra Polkadot, with such 
breeding as this produced 32.62 Ibs. 
butter on 10 lbs. grain while another 
member of the herd at the same age 
ate 34 lbs. grain and made only 20 lbs. 
butter. This cow was in the same 
shape and the same age but did not 
have the breeding. 

It was very evident that the young 
stock of Maplemont Farm are very 
well handled though the calves are 
not as large and fat as some. The 
calves are fed about 10 lbs. new milk 
daily until they will eat dry grain, 
then they are gradually changed to 
skim-milk. The grain ration used for 
the calves is two parts bran, one part 
linseed meal, one part ground oats, 
and two parts corn meal. Of this 
they are started with a pint twice a 
day and slowly increased to a quart 
twice a day. They do not have more 
than this till they are 18 months old. 
This does not seem to be much grain 
but the heifers raised at Maplemont 
Farm on this ration eat more hay 
and develop a great capacity as will 
be seen by the 2-yr-old records. Maple- 
mont Gem Beets 2d at 2 yrs. 7 days 
made 21.75 lbs. butter; Maplemont 
Nettie Lyons Beets at 2 yr, 20.63 and 
several others that have done as well. 

At noon the breeders were drove 
to the town hall at Alstead where 
they were served to a fine din- 
ner by the local grange. After 
dinner the meeting was called to 
order and _ the _ breeders were 
very pleasantly entertained by 
speeches. Prof. Campbell, who at 
present is manager of the Balsams 
herd located in Dixville Notch, gave 
a very interesting talk describing the 
place where he is located and fol- 
lowed with talks on calf feeding, help 
problem and various other farm ques- 
tions. He was followed by Secretary 
Cheney of the New England club, F. 
P. Knowles of Auburn, Mass G. F. 
Gregory of Dummerston, Vt., Charles 
O’Neil of Walpole and several others.
